12, wherein the wireless communication device and the printing device are 
operatively configured to provide bi-directional communication there between. 

18. (previously presented) The arrangement as recited in Claim 
12, wherein the wireless communication device further includes: 

a user interface porticp operatively coupled to the logic and 
configurable to allow users to identify the printing device control information. 

19. (original) Thef arrangement as recited in Claim 18, wherein 
the user interface portion includes a display and a keypad, each being 
operatively coupled to the logic. 

20. (previously presented) The arrangement as recited in Claim 
1 1, further comprising: 

a computer that is operatively coupled to the wireless communication 
device and configured to identify the printing device control information. 
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
